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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR: 
VALUE - SUPPLY, OR DEMAND -- BASED?

Not an issue of the commercial numismatic press goes by without someone 
pitching a tout sheet for 'twelve coins destined to rise in value,' or some such . . .that 
headline never fails to draw a cynic's smile — if their twelve coins will rise 25% in a 
year, why are they so eager to sell them for your cash, to reinvest it at 6 > 2 %? But 
simply regarding that sort of ad as fool's bait misses a greater point, if it doesn't make 
us stop and ask, wherein lies the value of a coin? 

Some coins are popular - and like popularity in adolescents and politicians, it 
isn't always on merit. They can command big prices because they have a reputation 
for commanding big prices. Their very familiarity — in the sense of the silver dollar in 
grandpa's desk drawer — can fuel that popularity; find a roll — you can sell 'em all -- 
find an original bag, you can sell 'em all, again, but at an even higher price, provided 
you keep the fire of demand well-stoked. Of course, demand will eventually collapse, 
in a kind of cupidus interruptus] but what the hey - that just sets up the next market 
cycle! 

You may ask what all this seeming-silver dollar talk has to do with early copper 
-to which I say, plenty! Because, far from the realm of the 'original roll' boys, I 
believe there are coppers which are overpriced, and coppers which are underpriced. 
I'm not going to tell you which I believe fall in each category, because it's only one 
man's opinion, and also because I don't want to undercut the stake that anyone 
currently holds in any given coin. But I do want to encourage you to think of value 
in terms of supply . In that spirit, I've devised a few basic rules: 

1] If it's called an R5, and one man's list has three of them, it probably isn't. 

2] If you had $10,000 to spend on it, and ten opportunities each year to buy it, 
it isn't worth your 10K. (Money to spend/opportunities to buy can be adjusted 
to individual finances and collecting fields.) 

3] Any red book variety after 1 807 will cost you more than it's absolutely worth, 
due to broad demand. 

4] Just because the last three you saw were ugly as sin and still commanded 
big bucks, you don't have to shell out big bucks for number four; hold out for 
quality. 

5] A coin that's called R6, and yet is hard to differentiate from its R1 peers, may 
ultimately turn out closer to R1 than to R6. 

6] If there is no historical / economic / political reason for it not to have circulated 
until it wore out, a well-preserved example should be worth far more than a 
comparable example of a coin having such a reason for 'early retirement.' 

7] If there were only 100 collectors in EAC, instead of 1500, would it still be a 
rare and desirable coin? 

At bottom, this is all about real rarity - about ten, or a hundred, to go around; 
not a constant surplus to be disposed of to thousands, for thousands. That market 
may be dying; rare coin collecting will endure.

SigniHcant Find --Proof Only 1834 N7 in VG8!!

While visiting my favorite city — Las Vegas — for New Year’s Eve, I visited a number of coin 
shops stretched between LA & Las Vegas. In one of them, I ended up buying a nice VG middle 
date - the kind one of our local dealers has been asking me for. Well, I just put it in my pocket 
& went off to enjoy some blackjack & some shows. 

The following weekend, we had our good friend Joe Tomasko over for an evening of coins. He 
asked if I had bought anything lately. So I pulled out the 1834 that I just acquired & we both 
looked at it & said "decent VG". After Joe left & I was putting my books & auction catalogs 
away, I remembered that I had the 1834 in my pocket & decided to see what variety it is. There 
are only 7 varieties so I figure it would just take a couple of minutes. Well, when I realized what 
it was, I first thought that it’s late & my eyes are tired. So, I decided to go to bed & double 
check it in the morning. The next morning, it still was an 1834 N7!! 

The coin is a textbook example of a VG8 (a few stray marks but certainly consistent with the 
grade). On the obverse, the appears to be a rim break that involves 2 1/2 dentils just before star4. 
But looking at the edge, there seems to be damage. On the rev., there appears to be a bulge or 
swell in the die above the T & E in UNITED. Again, looking at the edge, there is damage above 
the E. But above the T, I couldn’t see anything. When John Wright examined the coin, he was 
able to see a slight dimple when the coin was rotated just right. There is also the beginnings of 
a lamination from the right stem & final A up to the T in CENT. 

I was hoping that this specimen could be a business strike but it is inconclusive. The coin will 
be at EAC in Cincinnati for everyone’s perusal.

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"NC-7" 1796 CENT IS HOST PLANCHET FOR LETTERED EDGE 

1797 HALF CENT

Mark Borckardt's promotional article titled - 1796 STEM LESS WREATH CENT - 
REDISCOVERED Introducing 1796 Sheldon "NC-7" - in the January issue of Pennv-Wise 
riveted my attention for his arrangement of minting procedures. Essential to his theories 
are aspects of the enigmatic and very interesting "Low Head" half cents of 1797 - Cohen 
3a & 3b, Breen 3a & 3c. 

Last year at the Suburban Washington/ Baltimore Show, Mark shared Bowers & 
Merena's consigned "find" with me. Mark asked for an opinion and I said "it's a 1797 
lettered edge half cent [Cohen-3b / Breen-3a] overstruck on a spoiled 1796 large cent." 
I've tried to describe how, in my opinion. Bowers & Merena's "find" was produced, 
however, it's a major credibility stretch for me to accept Mark's explanation. His final 
paragraph on page 9 and beginning of page 10 describes minting procedures and a 
colorful sequence of events that beg careful inspection. Let's see what comes to light 
when - as Mark suggests we "consider the following chain of events" - link by link. 

Central to Mark's article whereby 1796 large cent dies are used to overstrike a 
1797 half cent is found in the final paragraph on page 9, where he states; 

"It is certainly possible, however, that the edge lettering was Imparted after the second 
striking. Consider the following chain of events: A. the half cent was struck with a plain 
edge {1797 Breen-3b, [should read Breen-3c] Cohen 3-a); B. the large cent design was 
imparted, off-center, creating an out of round coin with the edge thinner at the large 
cent striking; C. the half cent edge lettering was imparted, renewing the proper round 
shape." Continuing on page 10, Mark's second sentence reads - "The 1797 half cents 
described as Breen-3a and 3b (Cohen-3b and 3a, (correction C-3cj respectively) are known 
to have been struck in 1798." 

In 1798?? This is the first link which needs to be examined. 

Cohen writes on page 29 - "The planchets used on Varieties #3a, #3b, and #3c are 
presumed to be made from rolled-out Large Cents. Those planchets used on Variety #3a 
vary greatly in diameter while those used on Varieties #3b and #3c are of more uniform 
diameter. I also believe that this die combination was struck In 1800!! (emphasis mine) 
rather than the date the coins bear." On pages 30 and 35, Roger's EMISSION SEQUENCE 
for 1797 varieties 3a, 3b, 3c and 1800 C-1 reaffirms 1800 as the year in which these 
varieties dated 1797 were struck and delivered. 

Breen on page 468 writes about "S stock (1796-97, spring 1800, 1802-03): Spoiled 
cents cut into half cent planchets. In general, during 1796-97 the cents were not rolled 
down to half cent thickness before being cut down, to save the mint's rolling mills for 
their more important work on gold and silver stock. Those made in 1800 through spring 
1803 were rolled down before cutting. Some of the spoiled cents may not have been 
annealed before being cut into half cent planchets, which accounts for many of them 
showing cracks, chips, or other defects. Apparently, none were given upset rims. One 
group (spring 1800) received edge lettering - (1797 C-3b / B-3a), and a smaller group was 
given a crude, experimental 'gripped' edge." - (1797 C-3c / B-3b). 

Second link in Mark's chain is part "A" which reads: "A. the half cent was struck 
with a plain edge (1797 Breen-3b [should be B-3c], Cohen-3a);" 
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Cohen makes no firm case - nor does Breen -- for an emission order of these 
varieties according to edge treatment. Obverse and reverse die crack/die break 
descriptions are nearly Identical for the lettered and plain edge varieties. In fact I believe 
a strong case could be made for a Low Head emission sequence of - 3a Gripped edge, 3b 
Lettered edge, and 3c Plain edge. Gripped edge coins in the Norweb and Cohen sales 
evidence less obverse die deterioration than is found on either the Lettered or Plain edge 
varieties. 

Cohen and Breen are in close accord as to the number of spoiled large cents that 
were converted to half cents in 1800 - 20, 792 according to Cohen; Breen uses 20,978. 
For our purposes we'll assume that nearly 21,000 spoiled large cent planchets were due 
for rolling to thinner planchets. Just consider the number of stress-hardening processes 
the copper in our subject half cent was subjected to to reach its present state. A copper 
ingot is rolled to the correct cent thickness, the resulting strip advances to the "cookie 
cutter" creating cent planchets which are annealed and go to the press to become cents - 
a few of which are spoiled. Converting spoiled cents Into half cents required each cent 
be hand fed into the roller and reduced to the approximate thickness for a half cent 
planchet, it must be hand fed again into a planchet cutter, apply edge treatment - if 
appropriate - then to the coin press again to receive it's half cent imprints. 

It's unlikely that a rolled and stamped again planchet would be receptive to 
another impression by half cent dies - especially over the area where cent undertype is 
evident. Breen writes (page 483) "My tentative guess Is that these coins were originally 
off center cents, but that they were cut down for half cent planchets and sent to press 
without being annealed. Areas bearing cent impressions would then be stress-hardened 
to a degree that would prevent the overstriking from showing except on the blank 
(unstruck) regions." I believe Breen's description explains our subject coin and the plain 
edge 1797 C-1, B-3 in the "Davey" collection plated on pages 29 in Cohen and 482 In Breen. 

Additional unanswered questions raised as I read Mark's article. 

1. 1796 obverse die with a major bisecting break obviously wasn't serviceable for 
striking additional cents. Why wasn't it discarded?? Are we to believe the mint carefully 
stored an unserviceable die for four years waiting to overstrike a single half cent?? 

2. 1796 "NC-7" Stemless reverse die was used again with two different obverse 
dies to create S-143 and 1797 "NC-8". Was it also saved, as above, for future use?? 

3. Couldn't we expect the mint to discard most mis-struck cents displaying 
dramatic die breaks, or major flaws into a bln for recycling into half cent planchets at a 
later date?? I suspect that is the case here. Our host coin shows the remnants of an off- 
struck "NC-7" large cent which became a Cohen 3b, Breen 3a, lettered edge half cent. 

I'm amazed that the owner of the "Missouri Cabinet" is acknowledged but not 
quoted. This gentleman is EAC's Half Cent Guru. "Tett" is universally acknowledged as a 
very knowledgeable numismatist and the ultimate authority for unusual or misstruck half 
cents. The absence of opinion - pro or con -- from "Tett" is a pregnant void in Mark's 
article. 


Our fledgling mint is described as figuratively fighting for survival, using whatever 
means is available to save a few dollars. Breen on page 225, last paragraph, states in part, 
"In 1795-97, morale and job security were inordinately low; there was much agitation in 
Congress to abolish the mint and have coins made by giving federal contracts to private 
coiners:" 
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This is hardly the environment in which we would expect to find some ding-dong 
at the mint converting an uncirculated 1797 lettered edge half cent into another mint 
error. In light of the above I find Mark's chain of events difficult to accept. It suggests a 
frivolous use of mint facilities to create this "piece de caprice". We are asked to believe 
that someone withheld a problem free, plain edge, 1797 half cent to be overstruck with 
carefully stored large cent dies. Upon finding his creation off-round and cosmetically 
unacceptable, he decides to run it through the Casting Machine - with lettered edge dies - 
to make it round and again acceptable. The ultimate folly is that it's released into 
circulation to become another advertisement of our mint's ineptness. 

That's just a bit much for this old codger. 

If the subject coin is not a 1797 lettered edge half cent overstruck on a 1796 
spoiled large cent, then it's a "piece de caprice" - a whimsy. Few EAC'ers would deny that 
our attraction with early coppers is fueled in part by what we don't know about our 
specialty. I assume more will be written on this subject and by the time the dust has 
settled we'll all be a little better informed. 

Penny-Wise provided Mark and Bowers & Merena an arena to hype an interesting 
early copper. I appreciate P-W' s Editor Harry Salyards granting me the opportunity to 
provide another opinion. Challenging portions of Mark's article may only further Bowers 
& Merena's obvious objective to attract someone with deep pockets and long arms to 
compete In its acquisition. Amen. It may also improve the thoroughness with which 
future P-W articles are researched. 

In closing, I subscribe to an old public playground axiom "If you wanta pitch - you 
gotta catch". I've oiled up my glove and welcome - pro or con - whatever you elect to 
pitch my way - today, via P-W. or at Cincinnati.

Editor's Response: 

Thanks to Bill for an elegant statement of the "large cent first" school of thought. 
Personally, however, I must continue to disagree. In my opinion, the argument hinges on 
Breen's "tentative guess . . . that these coins were . . . cut down for half cent planchets 
and sent to press without being annealed. Areas bearing cent impressions would be 
stress-hardened to a degree that would prevent the overstriking from showing except on 
the blank (unstruck) regions." To which I say, hooey! As a practical illustration, take a 
cent and a nickel from your pocket, lay them In overlapping fashion one on the other, the 
nickel on top, and hit it with an ordinary hammer. Result? Portions of each design are 
transmitted to the other, and the softer alloy (the cent) is significantly flattened In the 
overlap area. Any restriking in the context of the range of pressures generated by a 
screw press would only amplify this process; the second design would most certainly NOT 
show ONLY on the previously-blank region! We do not honor, but rather diminish, Walter 
Breen's reputation when we hang too much on what he himself called a "tentative guess." 

Nor, from the perspective of the cent collectors among us, should we diminish the 
'rehabilitation' of 1796 "NC-7" as a legitimate variety, HOWEVER it appeared In the 
sequence of this particular coin's striking. We shouldn't lose track of THAT in the 
argument/counterargument of technical details.

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CHAPMAN ON 1794 LARGE CENTS: 1923, 1926a, 1926b

In 1923, S. H. Chapman published the first edition of his book on 1794 large cents. 
The book was quarto size, with dark blue gilt-lettered covers and a plain spine, it is 
believed that 100 numbered copies were Issued. The book contained numerous errors, 
and was purportedly recalled by Chapman. It remains one of the great rarities in large 
cent literature, with perhaps ten copies traced today. 

The second edition appeared in 1926, also quarto with dark blue covers. It is well 
known that the book comes both with and without lettering ("1794 CENTS - CHAPMAN") 
on the spine as well as the cover; George Kolbe's sale of the John Adams material 
(6/90:10,11) contained one of each. No particular notice has been made of this 
difference except as a "binding variant" (as described in Kolbe 2/90:177). 

For the 1926 edition, a print run of 200 Is widely accepted. Indeed, many copies of 
the book are numbered like the 1923 edition, with several higher than 100 but none 
higher than 200 yet seen. However, in his introduction to the Ouarterman reprint, John 
Adams suggests an edition of 300, "judging from present availability." Sure enough, 
numerous additional 1926 Chapmans are unnumbered, lending credence to John's 
estimate. 

I obtained my copy of Chapman in 1970, and had never given it much thought. It is 
unnumbered, with a plain spine. Recently, I purchased a small group of large cent books 
from a collector. Included was a 1926 Chapman, this one numbered 163 and with a 
lettered spine. I became curious, called a few collectors and the ANS, and asked them to 
check their Chapmans. While the sample space is not that large, every numbered book 
has a lettered spine, and every unnumbered book has a plain spine. Actually, since this is 
a book on 94's, maybe "lettered edge" and "plain edge" are more appropriate! For now, 
let's call them 1926a and 1926b. 

I then began a side-by-side comparison of the two books, and immediately saw 
some differences; 

- The "STYLE 1", "STYLE 2", etc. headings in the body of the text are in different 
typefaces in the two books. The 1926a headings match 1923; those in 1926b are 
different. 

- Although the wording is identical, the typefaces on the copyright page of 1926a - 
which is also the page with the number - are noticeably smaller than the corresponding 
typefaces in 1926b. Here, the 1926b typeface matches 1923. 

- Pages 4-8 of 1926a are all headed "The Cents of 1794."; note the period. Page 9 is 
headed "THE CENTS OF THE YEAR 1794". On page 5 of 1926b, the period after 1794 is 
missing, and Page 9 is headed "THE CENTS OF THE YEAR 1794.", with a period. 

So far, one can argue that these are all cosmetic differences. Are there any 
changes in the actual text, indicating that the book was in fact fully reprinted? Indeed 
there are: 

1926a, page 9, third paragraph: ". . . that is, when the piece Is tilted toward the 
spectator with the head upward it will read, or it may be upside down ." (emphasis mine) 
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1926b, same place: . . that is, when the piece is tilted toward the 

spectator with the head upward it will read, or when turned with the date 
upwards, it will be upside down and vice versa. " This is the wording that was 
used in 1923, and is clearer than the abbreviated 1926a version. 

Rarity of Chapman 8, state A (page 12): 

1923 edition: R5. 

1926a: R2 - a typographical error. 

1926b: R5 - correction of the error. 

How do we know that 1926a came first? Perhaps the page 9 wording 
quoted above was continued from 1923 to 1926b, then changed for 1926a? In 
the listing for Chapman 8, maybe "R5" was an error In the 1923 edition that was 
repeated in 1926b, then finally corrected In 1926a? Consider the last sentence of 
Chapman 9, Reverse (page 12): 

1926a: "Center mark on side of upright N below, diagonal bar." The period 
after "below" is clearly extraneous. 

1926b: "Center mark on side of upright N below diagonal bar." The 

erroneous period has been removed. 

The conclusive evidence, though. Is in the numbering. All known copies of 
1923 are numbered 1-100, and all the copies of 1926a I have surveyed are 
numbered 101-200. It makes no sense at ail to produce copies 1-100, then a 
quantity of unnumbered copies, and then revert to numbering, starting where 
the earlier numbers left off. 

I therefore propose the following: The 1926 edition of Chapman exists In 
two distinct printings. The first printing corrected many errors from 1923, but 
introduced a few new ones. This printing was another numbered edition of 100, 
all bound with lettered spines. The demand exceeded the supply, so Chapman 
made a few additional corrections from the 1926a text and released a second 
printing, probably of 200, unnumbered with plain spines. 

In an attempt to confirm my hypothesis, and to get a fix on the relative 
populations of 1926a and 1926b, I'd like to enlist the help of EAC. If you have a 
copy of the 1926 Chapman and/or know where one is, please drop me a note: 

Lettered spine or plain spine? 

Unnumbered or numbered? What number? 

This article has also been published in The Asylum, the journal of the 
Numismatic Bibliomania Society. I'll take a similar poll among NBSers, and report 
the combined results. Please send your responses to Denis Loring, Box 363, New 
York, NY 10101. Thanks. 

At the 1994 ANA, a new variety of 1794 cent was discovered, proving that 
"you never know what's out there." It's true for books as well!

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A SIMPLE GUIDE FOR THE ATTRIBUTION OF NEW JERSEY COPPER REVERSES

In Penny-Wise for November 15, 1994 (Consecutive Issue #165), "A Simple Attribution Guide 
for New Jersey Copper Obverses" was published. The present article deals with a sunilar 
simplified guide for the attribution of New Jersey reverses. In order to perform a proper 
attribution, it is necessary to define certain important characteristics of New Jersey Copper 
reverses. Below is a figure of a typical New Jersey reverse which is similar to the one provided 
by Paul Carey, Jr., appearing in Coin World on May 18, 1966, and reproduced by William Anton 
Jr., in his article in the Colonial Newsletter on July 1975 (page 509). However, it should be noted 
that some term.inology has been significantly changed.

The most important change has been renaming the upper shield point on the reader's right 
from the "sinister point", to the " right point ", and correspondingly relabeling the shield point 
on the reader's left from "dexter point" to " left point ". Though I may rouse the wrath of 
individuals involved in heraldry with this switch based on the reader's orientation, rather 
than the shield's orientation, I believe this nomenclature better serves most individuals involved 
in performing attributions. The point in the middle of the upper portion of the shield is referred 
to as the "middle point", and the point at the very bottom of the shield is labeled the "base 
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point". The four stars in the legend (*E*PLURIBUS*UNUM*) are labeled from 1 through 4 
in a clockwise manner, with the star at the seven o'clock position being the "first star", and 
the star at the five o'clock position being the "fourth star". It should also be realized that the 
stars come in 3 different forms - 5 point, 6 point, and quatrefoil. 

The upper portion of the shield is called the chief and this is made up of a number of hori- 
zontal lines called "azure lines". In addition within the lower part of the shield there are 
normally six vertical columns called "pales", and within each pale there are a number of 
vertical lines called "gule lines". 

The reader will also note four imaginary lines. The "left shield line" is an imaginary line 
drawn between the base point and the left point. The "right shield line" is an imaginary line 
drawn between the base point and the right point. The "middle shield line" is an imaginary 
line drawn between the base point and the middle point. The "right-left shield line" is an 
imaginary line drawn between the right and left point. By extending these imaginary lines, 
to the coin's edge, intersection with portions of the legend occur. Within the guide the reader 
will note groupings of letters such as (U-R, B, S-*). This means the left shield line intersects 
the legend between "U" and "R", the middle shield line intersects the legend on "B", and the 
right shield line intersects the legend between "S" and " * ". 

Shields can be separated into three types based upon the relationship of the top of the shield 
to the "right-left shield line". Pictured below are the characteristics of the three primary shield 
types - "inny", "flatty", and "outty" shields. 





In the case of the "mny", the middle point falls below the right-left shield line. In the case 
of the "flatty", the middle point as well as all of the upper shield border is above the right-left 
shield line. Finally, the category into which most New Jersey reverses fall is the "outty", 
where the middle point rises above the right-left-shield line but the connections between the 
right or left point and the middle point dip below the right-left shield line. Though this 
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division may seem initially confusing, it does allow for relatively rapid and easy differentiation 
of major reverse groupings. However, one does have to be careful while making the initial 
assessment, since a spectrum exists between the "flatty" and "outty types". 

The last characteristic that needs definition, due to its use in the attribution guide, is the 
legs of the "R" in the word "PLURIBUS". The "left leg" of the "R" is the lower portion of the 
letter "R" on the reader's left . The "right leg" of the "R" is the lower portion of the letter "R" 
on the reader's right . The reader will note that in all circumstances, descriptions are provided 
on right - left relationships from the reader's prospective . By maintaining this nomenclature 
throughout, attribution is standardized and made easier. 

Once again 1 would suggest the reader obtain a inexpensive copy of the Maris plate, so that 
the reverses can be cut-out and pasted onto the attribution guide at the relevant 
places. Reverses that are missing from the original Maris plate can be Xeroxed from auction 
catalogs containing pictures of the coins. In the case of reverse "ee" and "U" no pictures are 
available, so they are placed at the beginning of the attribution guide as non-cataloged. 

In the case of "kk" and "nn" pictures are available in catalogs but they are so poor that basic 
characteristics cannot be easily identified.

We all know who made the die for this variety -- a "drunken diecutter." Stack's 
Robison sale catalog, February, 1982, first mentioned this interesting designation because 
the first digit of the date is almost horizontal rather than vertical. Also, the horse is 
leaning to the left. 

One other point, usually not mentioned (but noted by Dr. Marls), the singletree 
vertical bar extends much higher above the beam than most other varieties. 

The reverse has a 'wide shield' with the dexter point touching the 'R' and the 
sinister point touching the 'U'. 

What a blockbuster amount of coins in this condition census! With 60 coins on the 
list, there is no question, this variety is a solid R5. 

Listed below are all the 19M's in auction catalogs I own where I do not know the 
present owner or location of the coins. If you own one of these coins, or know of 
someone who does, please let me know. It's a long, long list.

NEW JERSEY COPPERS, PART 22; MARIS 37x 


This coin is known as the 'Goiter' variety obverse because of a die break under the 
horse's throat resulting in what looks like a glob of metal shaped like a large ball. Other 
'37' obverse coins with this same designation are 37J, Y, and f. 

You can easily separate the 37x from its brothers because this variety has the 'flat 
top' or short 'one point' shield. The top is so flat that there are no left and right points, 
just right angle turns. 

The left shield corner points to the left upright of 'R' in PLURIBUS and the right 
corner points to the left upright of the first 'U' in UNUM. 

This coin claims to be a R7 (4 to 12 pcs.), and based on the few coins found, I 
believe it.

3. N.J., 1786, Maris 18M, R1, Bridle variety 

4. N.J., 1788, Maris 49f (R5), 50f(R4) and 51g(R5), Head Left 

The Maris 18M is an interesting and well-known 'type' coin. Because of the number 
available (R1, 401 + pcs.), nice examples are in most N.J. collections. Hopefully, we will be able 
to observe examples of early die states, with no indications of die breaks, all the way up to the 
late die states, where the upper and lower die breaks meet in the middle and form the complete 
'Bridle'. 


The 'Head Left' coins are so unusual and unique that most N.J. collectors want at least one 
of the three varieties. By not limiting the 'Happening' to one head left variety, and, if convention 
contributors will bring one each of as many of the three varieties they own, attendees should have 
a great opportunity to examine and compare, close up, the minor differences in the three obverses 
and two reverses. 

Another reminder, the 'Happening' will be Thursday evening, April 20, from 7 to 7:30 p.m.

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THE 1804 G8/C6/B6 HALF CENT, REVISITED 


Lanny Reinhardt 

The May 1990 issue of Penny-Wise included Gene Braig^s 
wonderful study on the deterioration of the reverse die of 
1804 C-6. Genet's study resulted in a synthesis of the known 
data from Gilbert (1916) through the Jack Robinson Sale 
(1989), as well as h i s own 15 years of study. The manifes- 
tation of Gene''s study is a new system for identifying the 
different stages of die deterioration. His model uses zero 
to identify the presumed, yet unproven, first stage — a per- 
fectly struck reverse showing no cracks, breaks, or any 
other deterioration. The last stage of this model is 9.0, 
which to date is the most advanced stage of deterioration 
that can be demonstrated. Breen^'s state XV still remains to 
be proven. Between zero and 9.0, Gene uses whole numbers 
and decimals to identify the known intermediate stages of 
the die breaking away. Gene''s work corrected the errors in 
the existing literature while also creating a more useful 
system for identification of the evolving die damage. 

I beleive Gene hoped to generate more interest in this 
very dynamic "little half sister," resulting in more coins 
and information coming to light for study. It seems Gene 
did indeed create much new interest. Since his article 
appeared, I have bought and sold more than 100 examples of 
1804 C-6. Further, the group of 04C6 purchasers has grown 
from six or eight in 1989 to several dozen people now. In 
addition, with the EAC Convention only a few weeks away. 

I've been getting a lot of calls about 1804 C-6. In fact, 
I've talked with someone about the 04C6 every night for the 
past two weeks. The reason for all of this activity seems 
to be people are preparing for the Half Cent Happening. 

Some are updating information; others are looking for stages 
they don't have. These calls have resulted in a dozen coins 
changing hands! 

Another important impact of Gene's article and the new 
interest it generated has been price information for this 
variety. After the Roger Cohen Sale (2/92), Jack Robinson 
observed, with some astonishment, that average grades for 
this common variety brought very big bucks. Four examples 
from that sale make Jack's amazement very clear: Lot #158, 
an XF-45 coin, brought $1430; Lot #163, a VF-20 coin, 
brought $660; Lot #168, a VG-10 coin, brought $198; and Lot 
#170, a Fine-12 coin, brought $275. 

"Die States," as the current terminology goes (I prefer 
Del Romines' language, "die stages") are clearly very popu- 
lar among half cent specialists, perhaps more so than among 
other collectors. In this context, 1804 C-6 is clearly the 
most dynamic of all half cents, offering the greatest number 
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of dl f f erent- 1 ook 1 nQ pieces for a single variety, Nov/, 
almost five years vafter Gene's article, this singularly most 
Interesting of all the "little half sisters" is to be a Half 
Cent Happening variety; I suspect 04C6 will emerge from Cin- 
cinnati even more popular, with new status as the "mother of 
all half cent die stage collecting." 

Regarding the Thursday evening Happening in Cincinnati, 
I want to encourage everyone to bring ALL their 04C6^s--dogs 
to uncs--or send photos and pressings with friends, so they 
can ALL be studied. 

Depending on what and how one counts, Gene''s system has 
18 or 19 stages and suggests the existence of others still 
to be determined. Starting at the Happening, and continuing 
with discussions throughout the Convention, I anticipate 
those of us with an interest will expand the number of iden- 
tifiable stages to about 25. I have a display for Cincin- 
nati with what I believe shows 22 different stages and 
another 5 or 6 coins to be discussed and designated. I also 
expect I '■ 1 1 have to make an adjustment or two in my basic 
group after the discussions. 

Since 1804 C-6 is my favorite variety in the half cent 
series. I'm more excited about EAC '95 than any previous 
convention. Dr. Jim, RT, and the California Collector will 
have nice Unc . examples. RR will have a beautifully matched 
set of Breen stages. OC should have the most complete and 
best looking set of Braig stages and Dr. Sam will show up 
with at least 50 examples, all of which will be available 
for trade, and half of which will be for sale. Clem, Rick, 
Jerry, Wally, Mike, and Barry all own some terrific 04C6's, 
and if they bring them, these coins will be a treat to 
examine. Anticipating some of the discussions that will 
take place, perhaps a couple of unofficial referees should 
be designated, preferably non-combat i ve personalities. With 
that proviso, I rule out Dr. Frank, myself, and the club's 
best known graders. Two very mild mannered guys, Mark and 
Dr. Harry, are also ruled out because they beat me up in a 
poker game ! 

Lastly, a couple of suggestions: Julius, bring those 
overpriced (at $100) XF's I sold you a few years ago, and 
the Breen XII you bought from the Robinson sale, as well as 
the rest of your lovely C6's; but most of all, bring your 
wonderful wife Iona, whom I miss very much (and I" 11 bet the 
others do also). Dr. Frank, since you can read, write, chew 
gum, and take pictures, you should plan to do the definitive 
update on the 1804 C-6 for Penny-Wise. With only a full 
time Job and a new baby, you should have lots of time for 
the project!

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The 1994 Half Cent Happeninq--Resul ts 
Mike Packard 

OK!, OK! You can stop twisting. My arm is about to be 
ripped out. I know I forgot to write up the results of the 1994 
Half Cent Happening, but my computer was ailing, and so much 
time went by, and I just put it off and off. However, some of 
you keep reminding me every two months or so that I have 
neglected my duty and now Editor Salyards has added his 
considerable leverage and brought me to my knees . 

Some of you may have forgotten the half cents exhibited at 
last year's Happening, so let me refresh your memories. Sixteen 
collectors exhibited one or more examples of at least one of the 
following 8 half cent varieties: 1794 C-5a, 1794 C-5b, 1794 C-8, 

1794 C-9, 1804 C-2 , 1804 C-5, 1809 C-3, and 1809 C-5 . As is the 
custom at most Half Cent Happenings, the coins of R. Tettenhorst 
(Missouri Collection) and Jim McGuigan ( collector/dealer ) tended 
to dominate the preference selections of most viewers for m.ost of 
the varieties. However, Bill Weber, Gene Braig, Ray Rouse, Rick 
Coleman, Ken Seachman, and the rest of us exhibitors had a coin 
or two that were kindly regarded by those viewing the exhibits. 

Seven coins received preference votes as being among the 5 
most desirable 1794 C-5a specimens on exhibit. The coins of Tett 
and McGuigan tied for most desirable in the voting. Bill Weber's 
two specimens were voted third and fovirth most desirable, and 
Gene Braig 's coin rounded out the top 5. 

There were three coins exhibited as 1794 C-5bs . Tett's coin 
(ex Cohen, Weber) was the nicest despite being whizzed at one 
time. Ken Seachman 's specimen was a very acceptable second. Rod 
Widok exhibited a very low grade specimen that may or may not 
have been a C— 5b. It definitely had large edge letters, but I 
could not make a positive identification of C-5 in the short time 
I stU-died it. Many viewers did not list it among their top 5 for 
the variety, which I take to indicate som.e uncertainty as to its 
attribution. I hope it is a C— 5. What do others who studied it 
think'? 


Nine 1794 C— 8s received top 5 votes. Tett's nicer was the 
clear favorite and Gene Braig 's was a clear second. Bill Weber's 
nicer specimen took third, while Jim McGuigan 's and Ray Rouse's 
coins tied for fourth, just a nose ahead of Weber's "lesser" 
specimen . 

Nine 1794 C— 9s also received votes. Jim McGuigan' s coin and 
Tett's took all the first and second place votes, but Jim's was 
voted first by one more collector than Tett's, so Jim's coin 
took top honors by one vote. Gene Braig and Ray Rouse battled it 
out for third with Gene's coin being given a slight nod by the 
voters. Ken Seachman' s coin placed a very respectable fifth. 
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Wou.ld you. believe that there were nine 1804 C-2s? Nine 
received votes. Tett showed his four in various die states. 

What a set! ! (I told Roger Cohen once that he, with three 
specimens, had an embarrassment of riches. Roger said he felt no 
embarrassment at all! And neither should Tett. We all enjoy 
seeing rare coins. ) Even though Tett showed four specimens, he 
could do no better than second and fourth in the voting. Bill 
Weber's splendid coin was voted the one to own. Gene Braig's 
coin took third, and Jim Mcguigan's fifth. What a great group of 
coins ! 

There were more nice 1804 C — 5s shown at the Ha.ppening tha.n I 
had seen before in 1-5 years of collecting half cents. Most were 
relatively late die states, too. Gene Braig took top honors for 
this variety, followed by Jim McGuigan, Tett, Bill Weber, and 
Gino Sanfilippo. I thought I had a nice specimen (I do), but it 
was not one of the eight coins receiving votes. 

The 1809 C-3s came next. I was surprised that so few 
specimens of this and the 1809 C— 5 were exhibited. Both are 
relatively common varieties. Jim McGuigan ' s coin won a tight 
race with Tett's. My coin (ex Cohen by private treaty) was 
third. Mike George's coin and Rick Colem.an's brought up the 
fourth and fifth places. 

Honors for the final variety, the 1809 C-5, went to Jim. 
McGuigan, followed by Rick Coleman, Tett, Gino Sanfilippo, and 
George Trostel , in that order . 

We had a wonderful Half Cent Happening in 1994, and I look 
forward with anticipation to the 1995 Happening. Join the 
excitem.ent. Bring your specimens of the selected varieties 
(listed elsewhere in this edition of Penny-Wise ) and help make 
the 1995 Happening the best ever .

EARLY NEW JERSEY AND ITS MINES 

Herbert A. Silberman 


The following are some historical notes from my file that / am sure many of you know, 
perhaps better than I do. If there are corrections or additions, please let me hear from you. 

New Jersey's earliest settlement, about 1617, was in Bergen; it is believed to have 
been where Jersey City is now. It was settled by the Dutch of New Amsterdam and they 
claimed the entire country as theirs and a part of New Netherland. 
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In 1 623, Colonels Jacobson Mey and Adriaen Jorisz along with a Dutch company, built 
Fort Nassau on the east shore of the Delaware River. Meanwhile in 1 634, Sir Edmund 
Ployden obtained a grant from the King of England for the very same land along the Delaware. 
In 1 638 a party of Swedes and Finns purchased the land in the same area from native Indians 
and established several settlements. The Dutch and the Swedes drove out the English and 
in 1 655 the Dutch under Peter Stuyvesant drove out the Swedes and sent them back home. 

In 1664, Charles II of England, ignoring all the other claims, granted the territory 
between the Delaware and Connecticut Rivers to his brother the Duke of York. The Duke of 
York sent an expedition, with Richard Nicolls as the commander, to take possession. He 
transferred that part of New Netherland that lay between the Hudson and the Delaware rivers 
to Lord Berkeley and Sir George Carteret, who then named it New Jersey. This was in honor 
of Sir George, who had been the governor of the Isle of Jersey. When New Netherland fell 
in September 1664, the entire area submitted to Nicolls, and he became the governor. 
Sometime prior to 1 670, settlements were started in New Jersey at Elizabethtown, Newark, 
Middletown and Shrewsbury. These were founded by immigrants from New England and 
Long Island. 

In 1 665 Philip Carteret was appointed governor of the area and Elizabethtown became 
the capital. In 1 670 the people revolted and they chose James Carteret (an illegitimate son 
of Sir George) as governor, but Philip Carteret's hold on power proved tenacious; and in May 
of 1 678, he had the first legislative assembly pass a bill of penalties, listing twelve offenses 
that are punishable by death. 

In March 1 673, Berkley sold his interest to John Fenwick and Edward Byllinge, who 
were Quakers, and in July of the same year the Dutch recaptured New York and the settled 
adjacent land of New Jersey was renamed Achter Koll, or "Back Bay," after Newark Bay. By 
treaty in 1 674, Great Britain got everything back, but there was a question: does it revert to 
the King or to the proprietors? So a compromise is reached. Carteret's claim is recognized, 
and the Duke of York gets a grant and gives Carteret only a part of the state. 

Meanwhile the Duke of York had included the State of New Jersey in a grant to Sir 
Edmund Andros, the governor of New York, who in turn refused to recognize Philip Carteret, 
and arrested everyone who would not submit to his jurisdiction. In April 1680, he arrested 
Carteret, dragging the governor of East Jersey from his bed to a prison cell in New York! But 
neither the East Jersey Assembly nor the authorities in England would ratify this course, and 
Philip Carteret resumed the duties of his office. 

Meanwhile Fenwick and Byllinge (you remember the Quakers to whom Berkeley had 
sold his shares,) sold their interest to William Penn and two other Quakers, namely Galvin 
Laorie and Nicholas Lucas, and in 1675 they established a Quaker settlement in Salem near 
the east shore of the Delaware and claimed chief proprietorship over all parts of the state from 
south of a line drawn from Little Egg Harbor to a point on the Delaware at Latitude 41 N. We 
now have East Jersey and West Jersey, West Jersey to the Friends and East Jersey to 
Carteret. 

In 1 682 East Jersey passed into the hands of William Penn and other Quakers. Later 
in the same year, the whole territory was purchased at public auction by William Penn and 
eleven Quaker associates for £3400. With all the new owners, and because by now, some 
of them had sold off their interests to more Quakers, there was now utter confusion. In 1 702 
the proprietors gave up and surrendered their rights to the Crown. Queen Anne united East 
Jersey and West Jersey into one colony to be called New Jersey, and appointed Lord 
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Cornbury as governor of New York and New Jersey. In 1738 the two colonies were 
separated, and Lewis Morris was appointed governor of the separate colony of New Jersey.* ’ 
By then the population was about 40,000. In 1776 they adopted a state constitution. The 
last royal governor of the state was William Franklin, the natural son of Benjamin Franklin. 

Morristown 1685- 1772 

Morristown was settled as early as 1685, by people from Whippanong, along Spring 
and Water Streets, who were engaged in the iron industry. Morristown became the 
county seat in 1739, and was a very convenient spot between New York and 
Philadelphia for the politically ambitious to meet. Several wealthy families built large 
mansions with fine accommodations for their guests. There was the Jonathon 
Ogden's, and the Schuyler's, close by the Jacob Ford Jr.'s, home, which became 
Washington's headquarters, and where Betsy Schuyler met and married Alexander 
Hamilton. There were several fine drinking places where the visitors could meet in 
private. There was Benjamin Holloway's Inn on Sussex, Jacob Ford s tavern located 
near Washington's Headquarters, 1 752, and Dickerson's Tavern farther east. George 
Washington, Benjamin Franklin, William H. Harrison, Alexander Hamilton and many 
others met in Morristown and no doubt created history. 

In Morristown Samuel Ford Jr., while at Hibernia, four miles north of Rockaway (where 
he was engaged in the iron industry with Lord Sterling and Benjamin Cooper), was accused 
along with his partners of manufacturing counterfeit money in his shop. He sold out, went 
to Ireland in 1 765 to really learn the art of counterfeiting, and married a girl who soon learned 
he had a wife and children in New Jersey, and so left him. He returned home, and suddenly 
a lot of New Jersey counterfeit money appeared in circulation. Ford then lived on Columbia 
Road about a half mile beyond Washington's Headquarters; his counterfeiting shop was on 
a small island known as the Hammock, a shop known to have been visited by many prominent 
men of the area. Thomas Kinney, who became sheriff of Morris County, was among these 
visitors. Ford was arrested in 1773 along with Benjamin Cooper, Bern Budd, Samuel 
Haynes, Ayers, and David Reynolds. Ford escaped with the help of Sheriff Kinney and John 
King from the Morris county jail, fled south, and never returned to New Jersey. In December 
of 1773, William Franklin pardoned all of the counterfeiters who were operating in 
Morristown, New Jersey, including Ford, for printing bills of Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
York, and New Jersey. 

SOME OF NEW JERSEY'S COPPER MINES 

THE SCHUYLER MINE 

1712 

In 1 7 1 2 - 1 7 1 3 an old slave had found a greenish stone and took it to his master who 
had it assayed and found it to be rich in copper ore and in 1715, the find became the 
Schuyler's Copper Mine. The ore yielded from four to seven ounces of silver and a 
small portion of gold to every hundred pounds of copper. There is additional evidence 
in a family tradition handed down among the descendants of Aarent Schuyler, namely, 
that the ore obtained contained enough silver to pay the cost of smelting. At least a 
part of the silver was always returned to this country in the shape of English coin.*®’ 
This mine, about 1803, became known as the Soho Company. 
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1719 


At Hanover, in 1719, Arent J. Schuyler (born 1 662, son of a wealthy Albany family), 
had found a vein of copper ore between the Passaic and Hackinsack rivers in New 
Jersey.'^’ The ore proved to be very rich and profitable and was carried to the Hudson 
and shipped in barrels to Bristol, in England, where it was sold for 40 pounds per ton. 
Though the 1731 output was 1386 tons, the average yield was approximately 100 
tons of copper per year. Benjamin Franklin, who was living at his farm in Burlington, 
New Jersey at the time, wrote in 1750 that this was the most valuable copper mine 
in America.*'"’ In 1761 the Schuylers leased their mine to Josiah Hornblower. In 1 780, 
according to Cam Cavanaugh's book, Elizabeth Schuyler of Morristown married 
Alexander Hamilton. In 1 793 the New Jersey Mining Association leased the mine from 
Phillip Schuyler, son of Arent Schuyler. They worked the mine and built smelting 
works and a stamping mill and named the operation Soho. The company was 
incorporated in 181 1 by John A. Schuyler, Arent Schuyler, Elisha Boudinot (younger 
brother of Elias) and others. 

In 1824 the Soho plant was sold to Harmon Hendricks and Solomon Isaacs. 
Uriah Hendricks, who came to America in 1 755, founded a metal business that existed 
from 1754 to 1939. In 1813 Uriah's son Harmon Hendricks reclaimed the deserted 
Soho Copper Works in Belleville, New Jersey,*” on the site of one of the oldest 
American mills, and close to the Schuyler copper mine. The Schuyler mine was 
located four miles northeast of Broad and Market streets Newark, and within North 
Arlington. The Hendricks worked for and with Paul Revere and supplied copper for 
three generations to sheath the bottoms of many ships including those of the United 
States Navy. In 1 794, Jacob Marks of New Jersey urged the first Mint of the United 
States to buy the refined copper sheathing from Hendricks and finally in 1798, the 
United States bought 485 sheets of copper weighing 5,680 pounds.*” 

THE NEW BRUNSWICK MINE 


1750 

In 1750 Elisha Boudinot leased some land, near New Brunswick, New Jersey,*®’ on 
which several masses of copper were turned by a plough, and they weighed from five 
to thirty pounds. A pit was dug and at 1 5 feet they found copper. A stamp-mill was 
erected and much copper ore was sent to England. 

THE DOD MINE 

In 1720, copper was found on the property of John Dod in West Newark and a mine 
was operated there perhaps until 1760. 

In about 1801 there was a working mine called the Glen Ridge Mine, located 
northeast of the Dod mine, near where the corner of Bloomfield and Hillside Avenues 
are now.*^’ 

At the foot of where Mount Vernon Avenue is, and along the Wigwam Brook, a mine 
was worked and called the Wigwam Brook Mine. 

THE HOFFMAN PROSPECT 

At Somerville'®’ some native copper was found on Van Horne's mountain. Two 
Germans built a furnace and reduced the ore and collected two masses of virgin copper 
weighing 1900 pounds. *“’ 
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THE BRIDGEWATER MINE 


At the base of the mountain, lying two miles north and east of Sommerville, is the 
Bridgewater copper mine.*^* Now closed, it once was worked with considerable spirit, 
but remained unprofitable. 


1758 

An old ledger book found in a vault at the Essex County Hall of Records has provided 
information about mining in New Jersey. The day-book contains a record of the 
operations of the Ringwood Mining Co. from 1 758 to 1 766. This record also provides 
information on the Ogden family which owned the mine from 1740 until 1765 and 
confirms the fact that they operated a blast furnace. Jonathon Ogden built a home in 
Morristown in 1774. One ledger entry of February 14, 1765 shows 900 pieces of 9 
pound shot. They possibly supplied the British during the seven years of war with 
France. 


SOLITUDE 

Judge John Cleves Symmes (1742 - 1814) moved to Morristown around 1777 and 
named his estate Solitude. His daughter married William H. Harrison, later President 
of the U.S. Walter Mould, assisted by Condict, a member of the State legislature, 
obtained authorization, along with Thomas Goadsby and Albion Cox, to coin copper 
cents. In 1786, 1787, and 1788, Walter Mould struck the New Jersey horse head 
cents at Solitude. In 1797 it was called the Wheatsheaf Inn, by Captain Benjamin 
Hollowway, who operated an inn there for several years. There is evidence that Walter 
Mould, during his stay, mined both copper and silver at Solitude, and Judge Symmes 
mined silver there for a time during his occupation of Solitude.'®’ 

There were many Schuylers: 

General Phillip Schuyler of New York, born in 1773, was with Montgomery in 
1 775 and in 1 1ll was in command of the troops in the north but was superseded by 
General Gates. 

Peter Schuyler (major of Albany) who in 1691 led a battle against the French. 

Col. John Schuyler. 

/ wish some one could go over the papers in Princeton University that cover 
these early times!

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COINS WITH A PAST 

Jon Warshawsky 


In the January 1 5 issue of Penny-Wise . Ray Rouse raised several questions concerning 
pedigrees and the effect of a pedigree on the value of coin. While the provenance of large 
cents has always been an integral facet of their appeal, there is no generally accepted formula 
by which to translate this into value. Dr. Sheldon, whose Condition x Bass! Value = Book 
Value equation illustrates the fate of applying mathematics in the subjective and wonderfully 
incalculable realm of the old coppers, offered only a few comments on the pedigree Premium 
in Early American Cents : 

These famous coins command what I have called a Pedigree 
Premium, which may be defined as a value in excess of the book 
value. Theoretically, there need be no limit to the amount of the 
pedigree premium. When the "finest known" of a rarity is 
offered, and the collector knows that such a chance is likely to 
occur only once in his collecting life, the amount he will pay is 
conditioned only upon the size of his bank account and the 
severity of his sickness for the coin . . . 

During four decades of watching the sales of the early cents I 
have known of no more than a half dozen cases in which a 
famous cent was actually sold for more than twice its book 
value. Probably these few cases can be considered atypical, and 
perhaps the generalization will be warranted that even with its 
pedigree premium a cent is never worth more than twice its book 
value. 

On more than one occasion, Sheldon urges caution in the amount spent on a given coin. 

Despite the obsolescence of the Book Value equation, the comments concerning 
pedigree are probably accurate. The difficulty lies in Sheldon's inclusion of "finest known 
in his discussion of pedigree. Any large cent or half cent known to be at the top of the 
condition census for a given variety, especially for well-known varieties, will command a 
significant premium. Can we ascribe the hefty price tag for the Atwater S-5 strictly to 
pedigree? To consider provenance and its effect on value, it is necessary to focus on 
examples outside of the condition census. Coins in the CC carry a premium derived from too 
many other factors. 

In addition, the definition of a desirable pedigree is subjective. As noted in ray Rouse's 
comments, few would argue that Henry Hines is not an impressive name to have on a large 
cent pedigree, and I suspect Maris, Stickney, Hays and Sheldon would be similarly accepted. 
Among modern collectors, Naftzger and Adams coins will almost always command a premium, 
but here again the quality of the coins is paramount. As for coins that have changed hands 
25 times in the past five years, with records of transient ownership that threaten to obscure 
the date and variety information on a 2x2 envelope, this writer would not consider such 
pieces pedigreed. Bill Noyes has remarked in P-W that the purpose of a pedigree is to provide 
positive identification for a coin, while Del Bland maintains detailed pedigree trails for similar 
reasons. Brief ownership by dealers or collectors who have not truly held the coin in their 
collection does not constitute a significant part of a pedigree. 

The best coins with which to study pedigree and value are perhaps the older plate 
coins among the large cents. To these eyes a cent that hs been plated is something special. 
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a celebrity among the pedigreed family. Moreover, when Frossard ( 1 878) and Frossard-Hays 
(1893) were published, many of the gems heading the current CC lists had not yet been 
discovered or were unavailable to the authors. As Harry Salyards has noted ( P-W , September 
1994), even the Gilbert-Elder revision of Hays (1910) includes a plate with a re-engraved 
example of the S-62, a mutilated coin that was included in the John Adams Collection sold 
in 1982. I would argue that a large percentage of that coin's value relates to its pedigree. 

More recently, I was offered an S-65 that had been plated in Chapman's 1926 
reference. By the time Chapman published his book with its exquisite plates, many CC-level 
coins had appeared, making the pedigreed coins from this reference susceptible to value 
factors other than provenance. The price on the S-65 was not high by modern dealer 
standards, and the coin qualified as a landmark example. The pedigree premium played a 
minor or negligible role in the asking price. 

To determine whether pedigree contributes to a copper coin's value, it is necessary to 
know the buyer. To this collector, the answer is a qualified yes. Cents with ink markings by 
Hays, or Homer Downing's trademark yellow H-D on the edge, are somehow worth more, if 
for no other reason than they offer an intermediate link between the present, and the coin's 
year of mintage, which seems so remote. A re-engraved or burnished coin is less desirable 
no matter who owned it. In some cases the previous owner probably would not recognize the 
coin. An example of a rather common cent variety of 1 794 from the Garrett Collection (and 
plated in Bowers' History of United States Coinage illustrated from that collection) appeared 
in a recent auction but had been cleaned so as to present a decidedly unattractive cast. 
Pedigree or not, the coin was not worth the reserve. 

Provenance is one of the most enduring aspects of the large cents and, to some 
extent, half cents. To collect pedigreed coins in the silver and gold series, the numismatist 
must be a connoisseur of the first order with a checkbook commensurate with his tastes. The 
existence of pedigrees provides what is perhaps the most convincing testimony to the special 
place the early copper coins have had in the hearts of their successive caretakers.

IS THERE A MISSING HALF CENT VARIETY? 

Ron Manley 


Does a new variety of half cent await discovery? Such a finding would be a great 
achievement. The missing variety would be number 1 00 in the half cent series. Undoubtedly, 
it would spur much additional attention among collectors. Nearly 20 years have passed since 
the last discovery of a new half cent variety or subvariety (see the table below).

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The last discoveries were all made in the 1970's. Specimens of four 1794 varieties, 
previously known only with small edge letters, were found having large edge letters. 
Some of the discovery coins had been in known collections for many years but the 
uniqueness of the edge design had never been recognized! The new edge subvarieties 
were designated 1794 Cohen 3b (Breen 5a), Cohen 4b (Breen 6a), Cohen 5b (Breen 3a), and 
Cohen 6b (Breen 4a). 

In 1967, Howard Hazelcorn discovered a new draped bust variety formed by a 
hitherto unknown mating of known dies: a 1804 obverse die and a 1803 reverse die. This 
variety, now known as 1804 Cohen 2, or Breen 3, is currently a R6+ variety, with about 14 
specimens known. 

The most recent discovery of a half cent variety produced from an unknown 
obverse or reverse die was in 1954 by Richard Picker. He found a new variety from the 
first year of the classic head design, 1809, making a total of six varieties known for the 
date. His discovery, now known as 1809 Cohen 1, or Breen 2, used a previously unknown 
reverse die. It currently is a R5+ variety, although most specimens are in very low grade 

What date might be the best candidate for a missing half cent variety? The late 
half cent authority Roger Cohen speculated that an unknown 1794 variety may exist. In 
the second edition of his reference work American Half Cents -- the Little Half Sisters ^ 
Cohen wrote that there may be an undiscovered marriage between the obverse and 
reverse dies used for his varieties 1 and 2 of that date. As an alternative possibility, he 
suggested there might be a missing 1794 variety using either the variety 1 or variety 2 
obverse die and an unknown reverse die. His thoughts were based on observations 
relating to the presence or absence of clash marks found on specimens of 1794 Cohen 1 
and 2. 


No specimens of any such 'missing' 1794 variety conjectured by Cohen have 
turned up in the more than 13 years since he wrote about them. It is my opinion, based 
upon an examination of enlarged clash mark impressions found on 1794 C-1 and C-2, that 
the evidence supporting a missing 1794 variety as described by Cohen is weak at best. 

If there Is a missing variety of half cent to be found, my money is on the date 
1829. This probably seems a surprising choice; yet I have several reasons for it. It is odd 
to me that this date is known by but a single variety, whereas the adjacent dates 1825, 
1826, 1828, and 1832 are all known by two or more varieties (except for the rare date 
1831). No half cents were minted dated 1827 or 1830. Further, the single 1829 variety 
has a much higher apparent mintage than probably any other half cent variety. Two 
1829 varieties would "fit" the mintage better. Also, 1829 is a common date -- one 
probably not scrutinized closely by most collectors or dealers (except for aspects of 
preservation that affect value). In other words, with but a single variety known, one 
needs no attribution skills for the date. Certainly, the 1829 variety is rarely plated 
showing both obverse and reverse in most auction catalogues. 

Finally, it is recognized that the 1829 reverse die is remarkably similar to the 
reverse die used for the 1828 Cohen 3 variety. Perhaps, an undiscovered 1829 variety 
exists from a marriage of the known 1829 obverse and the 1828 C-3 reverse. Maybe an 
unknown 1829 reverse exists that is deceptively similar to the known reverse. Or, 
perhaps not. My point is: who is iooking?

In January, I attended the "FUN" show at Orlando, FL and attended my first EAC 
meeting: GREAT! I enjoyed meeting many members and gained more knowledge about 

my favorite large cents. 

I've been a coin collector for over 40 years, but specialized In American coppers for 
the last 20. Since that time I have completed my large cent collection (by date only). Of 
course. I'm always trying to upgrade to VF and XF from my original AC to VC, and now lo 
and behold, I'm getting into varieties.

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Then came Saturday night and the copper auction, where again I added to 
my new variety collection by obtaining an 1817 (15 star) N-16 variety in VC8. 

Well, sad to say, I was back on the road Sunday morning heading for home. 
But it was a great show and I can't wait for the next one. 


STEVE CARR writes. 

Concerning Red Henry's statistical analysis of 1801 - 1807 cents, I applaud 
him for his efforts. I agree with his comments in the January issue about the 
availability of these cents now. Let's get a solid estimate of the numbers left. 
Come on, EAC'ers, let's add our knowledge to the project! 

Second, I want to put in a plug for The Score. When I first learned of The 
Score, I was disappointed. Here was a listing that included only those with more 
than 150 different Sheldon varieties. Since I had about 60 at the time, the 
thought of ever reaching 150 was remote. But I sent information about my coins 
to John Fettinger anyhow. I received a nice letter in return and a copy of The 
Score. It was fascinating reading. I could compare my own collection with others 
in the areas of grade and variety total. I could also see what grades were in 
other collections. While I still do not have enough varieties to make The Score ( I 
am at 132 and still growing) I will credit The Score with firing my enthusiasm (I 
seem to be goal-oriented) and with being a reference that I consult when I see 
higher grade early dates. 

Third, a few comments on EAC'ers, be they elite or otherwise. When my 
son joined this club about two years ago, all we knew about large cents was that 
they were big, they were made out of copper (on that point, it appears, we were 
partially wrong), that they were inexpensive (ditto), and that there were 
different die varieties. Since that time, through our own studies and especially 
through the efforts of other EAC members, we have become proficient in 
identifying different varieties and have built a neat collection of early cents. Not 
only that, but we have collected a few Hard Times Tokens, a couple of Half Cents, 
learned lots about the minting process, and made many friends. We have made 
presentations at local coin clubs (we are considered "the experts" on large cents) 
and submitted a few articles to Pennv-Wise . We have also had our hearts broken 
on a few occasions, particularly when submitting our "prize" coins for grading by 
experts. I will always remember showing my 1797 S-129 (VC detail with a nasty 
dig to the left of the date) to Tom Reynolds. We had already decided that it was 
a net AC, but were crushed when Tom said it was not appropriate for the EAC 
sale. "Why not?" I asked. And Tom told me that it was not the quality that 
would attract a good bid. He was right. I am still real proud of the coin, but 1 also 
realized that non-copper collector see it only as a cull; while copper collectors see 
it as ... a cull, although a rare one. 
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! have also had people grade my coins lower than I would. To me, it is just a 
matter of opinion. I have my own standards and they have theirs. The only time 
grade matters is when it is used in determining price. 

This has been pretty long winded and I'm not sure I have done anything 
except add someone else's two cents to the matters. But that is another point I 
like about EAC, the diversity of collecting likes / dislikes, the diversity of age, the 
diversity of knowledge. DIVERSITY is the great thing about this club. Keep those 
arguments and comments going. 

Through them, this club will only get bigger and stronger.
